Logansport Judge Renders 


Decision in Baldwin 


Tax Cases. 


MAKES 189 FINDINGS 


Logansport, Ind., Nov. 29.—After hav- 


ing the Baldwin tax case under advise- 
ment since July, Judge Tillett, of the 
Miami circuit court, before whom the 
case was tried, has renored his finding 
in., the most important tax suit ever 
tried in this county. The deci»ion in- 
cludes a scoring of the private banking 
system in general. 


The suit was brought by W. T. Wil- 


son, executor of the estate of the late 
Judge D.'P. Baldwwin, against County 
Treasurer M. "II. Minnick to enjoin the 
defendant 
from attempting to collect 


837,000 in back taxes -which had been 
placed on the duplicate against the 
Baldwin estate. Judge Tillett found 
that the Baldwin estate owes taxes in 
the sum of $3,984.40, covering the entire 
period from 1891 to 1007, the period for 
which the sequestered taxes were listed. 


Judge Tillett arrived at his decision 


by presuming that all the mortgages 
and notes which Baldwin held and did 
not return for taxation wore worth only 
75 cents on the dollar; that his small pa"- 
per and notes for sums loss than ?5no 
was worth only 50 cents on the dollar, 
and that his certificates of deposit from 
the Baldwin and Dagiia priate banks at 
Arabia, Fowler and Goodland were ab- 
solutely worthless. 


Renders Special Findings. 


Judge Tillett rendered ISO special 


findings, and it was on the fmdinc of 
the_value of Baldwin's certificates of de- 
posit in the Arabia, Ooodland and Fow- 
ler banks that the court scored the 
management of these banks and of the 
private banking system in general. 


"There was never n period when the 


banks of Arabia, Goodland and Fowler 
were solvent. • -There was never a day 
in my judgment, when the depositors in 
these banks and Baldwin could have 
been paid In full. And I believe Bald- 
win always knew the banks were in- 
solrent and n«v«r txperted them to be 
solvent. He started the banks in order 
to get people to deposit,their money so 
he could draw it out. 


"He operated on the plan of putting 


$10,000 into the bank at one window 
and checking out S1S.OOO at another 
window. He looked to his inestment 
°* .*• »oney in Arkiuw land to dike 


his certificates good for their-face. 
I 


am against these private hanking insti- 
tutions. 
In the Baldwin banks these 


certificates of deposit were valueless 
and therefore I do not believe, they 
should be assessed as omitted property." 


Closes Long Litigation. 


Tho decision closes litigation over 


taxes alleged due from the estate which 
has continued through Several years in 
the local.courts. Judges Claybaugh, of 
Frankfort; Lairy, of Logansport and 
Tillett, of Peru, have been called upon 
to hear, the case in one or-the other of 
its various forms. 


The largest single item of unrecorded 


property running through the" years 
was found by Judge Tillett to be a 
mortgage for $13,000 held against Sen- 
ator W. D. Pratt, of Indianapolis. This 
mortgage was given in 1891, and a few 
years later was reduced to $2.500. 


Judge Baldwin's estate was heavily 


involved at the time of his death fol- 
lowing the collapse of the banks .at Fow- 
ler, Ambia and Goodland, which he con- 
ducted. 
These institutions collapsed 


shortly after the private banking law 
was enacted by the 1907 legislature. 
Judge Baldwin bitterly opposed the bill 
and frequently appeared before the 
legislative committee to protest against 
it.

FACE—IF YOU AUK NOT ETEKXALLY CAREFUL.

Don't, be afraid of taking your baby 


outdoors. From the time it is ten days 
old it should be out doors every, day 
and if^yoti ran arrange to have it sleep 
outdoors 'or in a room with windows 
open, so much the better. 
A normal 


baby will become very fretful 
if 
its 


habit of outdoor. sleeping is-broken. ' 


One of the best ways that I know of 


giving baby its' breath of fresh air is 
to line a common clothes basket with 
heavy cloth. 
Take a piece of denim 


| long enough to go around the entire 
basket and run a drawstring in the lower 
end. Set the basket in this and pull it 
up over the sides down under the pillow 
which you place in the bottom; now put 
on over her usual day clothes baby's 
eiderdown coat and 'tightfitting hood, 
.lay. her in this basket,, coyer .with hlan- 
keU-and' if'the weather is Very colt 
two blankets—and tuck all in carefully 
If you live in an apartment and n'avo 
no_other-place, to.-put'her she can be put 
out on a fire escape to take her morning 
nap^Jfeut.be sure, that you build a little 
hood. of a shawl or. a. blanket up over 
her-head so that the strong light wil 
not come into her. eyes. If the weath« 
is-extremely cold, a-crochet veil of ligh' 
.yarn-, can be laid over her face and ho 
water bottles put in-under the Covers-in 
the basket. You. will find that even wit] 
the temperature below, zero she will be 
as pink as a rose and as •warm as toast 
i-If you think it is• not. possible. tc 
ventilate baby's room properly or if sh 


must sleep in a room with others, try 
raising the window to full sash ami 
ack in it n square of ohecse;-lotli. This 


keep the draft from blowing directly 


upon any of tlic occupants of the room. 


If it is possible for you to keep your 


coins about 65 degree.-! nml still have 
:hem properly ventilated, it is not nec- 
ess;xry to have much covering over the

perfectly dry; as soon as an infant be 
;ins. to perspire it is quickly liable to 
)ick up any influenza germs that are 
n the air. 


What the- mothers must fight in win 


tcr are snuffles, influenza, croup and 
pneumonia. 


It .is the little baby that gets the 


snuffles, and. it is usually .infected by 
cowing in contact with an adult suffer- 
ing from a cold. Never allow another 
child or an adult who has a cold, or the 
slightest cough, to come near your baby. 
For the baby with the snuffles keep it in 
pure outdoor air as much as.possible and 
treat its nose with a little, vaseline.

Of 
course, if a child becomes very croupy 
OK should always send for a physician, 
but if you take it in time croup can be 
prevented by the warm vapor. '

'Kansas elected more than 200 women 


to' county offices this year—fifty more 
'than in any previous year. The offices 
to which the women were chosen are 
among the most responsible in the coun- 
ties. There are women probate judges. 
district court clerks, registrars of deeds. 
county'treasurers, -county 
clerks ind 


county superintendents. 


Could Elect a Governor 


The only offices' the women have not 


invaded are county commissioners. coi.n- : 
ty attorneys and district judges. They 
were- eligible for these as far as sex is 
concerned even before they hud suffrage, 
A woman could have been elected gov- 
ernor of Kansas .twenty years ago or 
.any time since, if she could get the must 
votes. 


There _are 105 counties in Kansas r.n<l 


at least-seventy .of them have woman in 
one or more county offices. The prelim- 
inary reports of the county officers are 
just coming in to,the secretary of sts.te. 
and only forty counties have reported 
their'complete roster of "officers elected

must go into the jury wheel and be : 
drawn the same as the men, ami tin' • 
women property owners, are just as li- 
ible for ccmjv.ilsory jury service as arc 
the men. 
Only property 
owners, 
or 


rather tax-payers, can serve as jurorfi 
in Kansas, and only those women who 
own property in their own name arc 
eligible to jury service. 


The women were planning on asking 


the next legislature to enact a law pro- 
viding for jury service for women, but 
providing that a jury never should be 
composed of men and women. 
There 


could be juries of women alone, or juries 
of men, hut never a mixed jury under 
this law. But before the. law can go 
into effect hundreds of women will have 
been drawn as jurors in the different 
counties to serve right along with the 
men.

Clallams Declare Govern- 


ment Failed "to Keep 


Faith. 


HAVE BIG GRIEVANCE 


Port, Townsend, Wash., Nov. 29.—The 


second council of the Clallam Indians 
was held in this city and was attended 
by one .hundred representatives of the 
tribe from various sections of the Olym- 
pic peninsula. 


The purpose of this council was to 


carry into effect the idea* formulated 
at a council held at Jamestown, Oct. 4, 
Inst. to force the government to recog 


nize the treaty made with the Clallams 
in 1855. 
<• 


This treaty stipulated ttiat the Clal- 


lams abandon their lands, which ex- 
tended from a-point near Cape Flattery 
to Hood canal, and in return for this 
the government was to give, them 3,840 
acres at Point No Point for a reserva- 
tion. The Indians were to move from 
the land within * year. This was done, 
and when they reached Point No Point 
they found the government had placed 
another tribe there* and for half a celn- 
tury they have been without a home 
and" without land. 


The Clallams have made many appeals 


to the government to right the wrong, 
hut received nothing but promises up to 
a few months ago, when the government 
made an offer to give them land in-the 
Quinault reservation, reserving the right 
to remove the timber. This offer was 
not satisfactory tq^ the Indians. 


At the council field here a memorial 


was addressed to congress setting forth 
the Indians' grievance and asking for re- 
dress. Two delegates were selected to 
go to the national capital to lay their 
claims before the authorities and also 


to confer as to the terms by which 
their claims can be adjusted satisfac- 
torily to the majority of surviting mem- 
bers of the tribe.

That the Clallam Indians believe in 


equal suffrage was 
evidenced by. the 


number of women delegates to the coun- 
cil, there ."• being twenty-five per cent. 
They took" part in the deliberations and 
were leaders in debate.

for I must first acquaint myself with 
locnl conditions," said Dr. Bliss this 
morning.

Pittsburg, Sor. ».—Rev. Philip' 11 


Fuvegan, S. J., chaplain of Bilibid prison, 
Manila, described in a most informative 
way the system of discipline enforced 
there, which contrasts radically with' 
that exacted in inost American peniten- 
tiaries. It has been in vogu« about six 
years and was devised largely by Mor- 
timer I. Stewart, 
director of prison* 


throughout the Philippines, though it 
is really a growth rather than an iso- 
lated creation. This is the famous prison 
where there are no cells except thofte 
where prisoner* awaiting execution are 
kept, and where the first tuberculosis 
hospital in the orient was built and* by 
convicts." There is no rule of silence at 
Bilibid. . 


Readers of general literature are fa- 


miliar with the wheel-like construction 
of the prison.'. A central tower, more 
like a gasometer; spokes radiating, be- 
tween which ball games are played on 
the grass plots; about 17 brigades, or 
barracks, where the prisoners sleep, and 
then an 18-foot wall. Escgps is not at- 
tempted for a gatling gun it on the 
tower, sentinels are in the sentry boxes 
with more guns, and a telephone opera- 
tor is in the tower. Even the guard* 
are not allowed to carry pistols or keys 
and are themselves locked in by the 
gates, worked by levers. 


Prisoners CUsstfitd. 


Prisoners on reception are classified, 


so that old offenders go into the third, 
fresh criminals into the second, and then 
each may wort up Into the first by good 
behavior, or be again degraded' by mis- 
conduct. The third class prisoner is de- 
prived of the priviftges the second class 
man enjoys, such as receiving visitors, 
writing letters at stated times, being 
allotted cigarettes, recreation. 
Attain- 


ment of 90 per cent in deportment en- 
titles one to promotion in six months, 
apd 95 per cent in five months. Third 
class men wear the stripes, but those 
in the second class have a brown suit, 
all of light stuff, and laundered in _ the 
prison.

for prisoners at .the trades. 


There are about 250 in each barracks- 
and 3,000 in the entire prison. 
Prison- 


ers are in charge of the brigades and 
responsible for good order and cleanli- 
ness. When a convict is reported a trial 
must be granted. The penalties are. re- 
volting styles of .work-like floor scrub1 


bing, and the worst is to 'go down' in 
class.

At sunrise the prisoners have the free- 


dom of the yard. Then in military for- 
mation they 
march

vegetables and supper, is the same as 
dinner. -In seven minutes all 3,000 get 
their food. Breakfast is at 5:56 o'clock 
and supper about 5. Work starts at 
6:30 a. m., for the tropical day grows 
hot.

treasurer of the progressive party has 
filed \a long itemized list of individual 
contributors, but has neglected to add 
his list..
